On and after the first day of April, 
ISK 1 .), it shall l>e unlaw fnl for any person 
to practice medicine in any of the 
branches within the limits of this State 
who has not registered in the county 
clerk's office of the county where he is 
practicing or inlenda to practice medi- 
cine. His authority shall he a diploma 
from a chartered medical college. Any 
p -rson violating this law shall Is* lined 
BtlO for the first offense, on oonviction, 
and $1<X) ami :S0 days iu jail for each sul>- 
sequent offense and conviction.
